The  School  Trustees  met  on  Mon  lay 
night.  The  reading  of  the  s]tecificatious  for 
plana  of  the  new  Berkeley  sehool-houae  pre¬ 
sented  by  architects  Joseph  K  Oakes  and 
F.  T.  Camp  was  concluded.  The  Building 
Committee  were  authorized  to  procure  Ap¬ 
proximate  estimates  for  building  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  respective  plans.  A  flagstaff 
for  the  flag  presented  to  the  school  by  Win. 
S.  Pierson  Post  was  ordered  procured.  The 
Building  Committee  were  authorized  to 
make  the  necessary  repairs  and  improvements 
to  the  school  buildings  during  the  vacation 
term. 

The  call  for  the  annual  meeting  for  voting 
appropriations  of  school  money  has  been 
issued  by  the  District  Clerk.  The  Trustees 
recommend  the  following  amounts:  For 
current  expenses,  $9,500;  payment  on  mort¬ 
gaged  indebtedness,  $3,000.  An  appropri¬ 
ation  of  $800  will  be  asked  for  with  which 
to  purchase  additional  properly  adjoining 
Berkeley  school  lot.
